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Jesus 


John 14:1-3 

Jesus knew His mission among men 
was drawing to its close, and in John 
13:1 we read these words; “Now before 
the feast of the passover, when Jesus 
knew that His hour was come that he 
should depart out of this world unto the 
Father, having loved his own, He loved 
them unto the end.” How Jesus had loved 
His own, He being near and dear to ull 
who believed Him! He was not now g0- 
ing to cease loving them, and leave thei 
in a eold, formal world, without an as- 
surance of His love which should be unio 
everlasting. The scripture here tells us 
“He loved them unto the end.” But that 
the plan of redemption for all mankind 
might be completed it was _ positively 
necessary that Jesus should depart from 
this world. He realizes His beloved dis- 
ciples are not aware of the most trying 
situation that they are just about to face. 
He tries to make it plain to them, but still 
they do not understand the trend cf 
things, when Jesus commands Judas Is- 
cariot to hasten his betrayal in VV. 27, 
28; “And after the sop, Satan entered in- 
to him. Then said Jesus unto him, Tht 
thou doest, do quickly. Now no man 3t 
the table knew for what intent he spake 
this unto him.” Going farther into the 
13th chapter we read in the 33rd verse, 
“Little children, yet a little while I am 
with you.” Only Jesus knew the true 
meaning of what lay before them. In a 
few moments together they go to the gar- 
den of Gethsemane where Jesus was wont 
to pray. Suddenly, when about to leave the 
garden, a* band of soldiers appear on 
the scene, Judas betrays Jesus with a 
kiss and Jesus is taken captive to appear 
before the rulers of that land. Peter, who 
was so Willing just a while before to go 
anywhere with Jesus, denies Him thrice 
before the cock crowed. The disciples ire 
seattered one from the other. What a dis- 
couraging scene has all of a sudden befal- 
len that happy band of believers, whose 
hearts had been so hopeful, now filled 
with fear, doubt, loneliness and hopeless- 
ness. But, oh, little flock, Jesus said. 
“Let not your heart be troubled, ye be. 
lieve in God, believe also in me.” Here 
He inspires faith to believe in Him, re 
gardless of what may come or go. The

Jews strictly believed in God, but the 
fact that Jesus seemed so human and 
undergoing seeming defeat there was a 
possibility that they would doubt His 
mission on earth. He had brought many 
precious truths to the hearts of believers, 
but according to the plan of God He was 
the only channel thru which they might 
gain access to the promises of God. 

We find in studying Bible history that 
quite often since the crucifixion of Jesus, 
believers have been called upon to wit- 
ness such times of persecution and criti- 
cism. During the reign of Nero Caesar 
we learn of the most merciless methods 
of persecutions directed against those try- 
ing to lift the Standard of the Gospel. 
During the reign of Domitian, believers 
were regarded as simpletons, and con- 
stantly ridiculed. During this period John 
was cast in exile upon the isle of Pat- 
mos. There God gave to him the book of 
Revelation, which revealed to John that 
the persecution of his day was only a 
drop in the bucket compared to what 
should come upon the earth at the wind 
ing up of this age. We could mention io 
you many other similar depressing x- 
periences believers have suffered from 
time to time in trying to lift the Banner 
of Jesus Christ, but time will not permit 
us to go into detail. However, names of 
many have gone down in history whose 
faith wavered not in their divine Mast2r, 
but loved Him unto death. “Let not your 
heart be troubled, ye believe in God 1..- 
lieve also in me.” 

This brings us to the 2nd verse of vur 
scripture lesson. While Jesus was about 
to leave His disciples alone, He did not 
leave them without any knowledge of the 
future but gave them a word of encour- 
agement consisting of two promises: ... .. 

The first promise in the 2nd verse, “In 
my Father’s house are many mansions: if 
it were not so, I would have told you 
I go to prepare a place for you.” What a 
comfort this was to the disciples in their 
hours of loneliness! While all seemed in 
despair now. Jesus had really gone away 
for a definite purpose and that to pre- 
pare a place for them. Dear reader, this 
promise reaches even unto you. Here we 
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omforteth His Disciples

“Ohe Mystery of Inquity

After a p.otracted season of fasting, 
confession and payer it was revealed to 
Daniel just how long his people (Jews) 
would have to su.fer as chastisement for 
their national bacxsliding. The period was 
revealed as seventy weeks (times cf 
seven years) (See Gen. 29:27-28 and Lev- 
25:8). This period was divided in three 
divisions, That is: seven (times), and 
three score and two or sixty two (times), 
leaving one (time) or weex, to follow. 
Daniel was told that the seven plus sixty- 
two (times) period was to begin with 
the decree to restore and build Jerusal~m 
(the city had been overthrown at ihe 
Babylonian captivity) and was to extend 
to Messiah, The seven times would be 
seven times seven or forty-nine years. The 
sixty-two times wou'd be sixty-two times 
seven or 434 years. These two periods t»- 
gether total 483 years. Nehemiah 2:1 and 
6 clearly reveals when the decree for the 
rebuilding of Jerusalem was made, being 
in the twentieth year of Artaxerxes’ reign 
or in the munth Nisan, 446 B. C. as reck- 
oned by our Calendar time. Our method 
of keeping time is called solar reckoning 
and our year has in it 365% days. The 
Jews reckoned by lunar time and their 
year contained 360 days. The above men- 
tioned 483 Jewish years would only equal 
476 of our calendar years. When our pres- 
ent calendar was revised by Gregory in 
1582 A. D. an error of four years in cal 
culation was found in passing from time 
B. C. to A. D. so that A. D. 1 should 
have been A. D. 5: A. D. 10 should have 
been A. D. 14, etc. Extending then, these 
476 years from the starting point i. e. 
the decree of Artaxerxes in the month 
Nisan 446 B. C. we came 1o tne year 30 
A. D. Then allowing the four years of 
error, we have the year 34 A. D. as the 
time when Daniel was told Messfah 
should be ‘cut off.’ Jesus Christ the Mes- 
siah: came, was rejected, and cut off in 
the Jewish month Nisan A. D. 34, exaci- 
ly as revealed to the prophet Daniel. This 
however only accounts for 69 weeks or 
times(The sixtv-two times seven) Daniel 
was told that AFTER Messiah was cut 
off wars and desolation would continue

With the cutting off of 
Messiah and the destroying of the city,

At 
ihat time with the closing of the gospel 
ag, the last week or seven year period 
of Jewish National life will BEGIN. Anti- 
Christ, the great world ruler and prince 
spoken of in Daniel will then be revealed 
and the Jews will enter into a covenant 
with him, Daniel says, “And he shall con- 
firm the covenant with many for ONE 
WEEK, (the rema‘ning week of the sev- 
enty weeks revealed to Daniel). But 
what appears to be a seven year covenant 
of peace will be broken off in the midst, 
and then there will begin for the Jew 
such a time of trouble as he has never 
bet. e faced. What the Jew has suffered 
in times past will be mild compared witn 
the dark terrors of that tribulation. “Tn 
the MIDST of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and oblation TO CEASE, ana 
for the overspreading of abominations he 
shall make it desolate, even UNTIL the 
consummation, and THAT DETERMIN- 
ED SHALL BE POURED UPON THE 
DESOLATE.” Dan. 11:27, “Then shall be 
great tribulation such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this time, 
no, nor even shall be.” Matt. 24:21, “Alas, 
the dav is great, so that THERE IS 
NONE LIKE IT: IT IS EVEN THE 
TIME OF JACOBS TROUBLE, but he 
shall be saved out of it.” Jer. 30:7. What 
promised to be deliverence will end in the 
filling up of Israel’s sorrow. Yet even 
while they endure the agony of the tribu- 
lation their real deliverance will be near 
at hand. The sufferings of the _ great 
tribuiation will be a completion of the 
national chastisement which divine jus- 
tice had determined should be _ poured 
upon them and with its completion, Je- 
hovah, the mighty God of Israel, will turn 
once more to Israel’s help. “It is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble BUT HE SHALI. 
BE SAVED OUT OF IT.” Jer. 30:7, “At 
that time shall Michael, stand up the 
great (angel) prince which standeth for 
the children of thy people (Daniel’s peo- 
ple, i. e. the Jews): and there shall be 
a time of trouble, SUCH AS NEVER WAS 
since there was a nation, even to that 
same time: AND AT THAT TIME THY 
PEOPLE SHALL BE DELIVERED, ev- 
ery one that shall be found written in 
the book.” (The Jewish remnant). Dan. 
12:1, “The Lord shall scatter you among 
the nations, and ye shall be left few in 
number among the heathen whither the 
Lord shall lead you * * * BUT IF FROM 
THENCE THOU SHALT SEEK THE 
LORD THY GOD, thou shalt find him, if 
thon seek him with all thy heart and 
with all thy soul.” “WHEN THOU ART 
IN TRIBULATION AND ALL THESE 
THINGS ARE COME UPON THEE, 
EVEN IN THE LATTER DAYS (this 
prophecy was made in 1451 B. C.) HE 
WILL NOT FORSAKE THEE, neither 
destroy thee. NOR FORGET THE 


e 
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COVENANT OF THY FATHERS which 
he sware unto them.” Deut. 4:27-31, “It 
shall come to pass, that in all the land, 
saith the Lord, two parts therein shall 
be cut off and die: but.a third part shall 
be left therein.” Zech. 13:8, “And he 
(Antichrist) shall speak great words 
against the most high and shall wear out 
the saints of the most high (Jewish 
Saints) and think to change times and 
laws: and THEY SHALL BE GIVEN IN- 
TO HIS HAND until a time and times 
and a dividing of time.” (3% times, or 
3% years or one half of the seven year 
covenant pericd) Dan. 7:25. “And it was 
given unto him to make war with the 
saints, and to overcome them (Jewish 
Saints) and power was given unto him 
to continue forty and two months” (three 
and one ha'f years). Rev. 13:7 and 5, 
“And I will gather all nations against 
Jerusalem to battle.” At this point of 
crisis God will send the true deliverer, 
Jesus the Messiah, to overcome Anti- 
christ, and set His people free. Zech. 14:2, 
“THEN SHAt.L THE LORD GU FORTH 
AND FIGHT AGAINST THOSE NA- 
TIONS.” Zech. 14:3, “And His feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount of 
Olives which is before Jerusalem.” Zech. 
14:4. 

With the closing of the gospel dispen- 
sation there will taxe place what we 
speak of as the rapture of the saints. That 
is, those who have been called out (the 
ecclesia or Church) by gospel preaching 
during the church age, and who are ac- 
counted worthy, will be gathered to the 
Lord, as Jesus secretly comes for them. 
The tribulation i. e. the time of Jacoh’s 
trouble IS NOT A PART OF THE GOS- 
PEL DISPENSATION but belongs in the 
last week of JEWISH NATIONAL LIFE 
and is especially a filling up or complet- 
ing of Israel’s national chastisement. It 
is foreshadowed by the feast of atonement 
outlined in Lev. 23, a time when every 
Israelite was to mourn and afflict his 
soul. We will write more fully concern- 
ing the rapture in a future article but 
wish here to point out that, the Churen 
age will CLOSE and the rapture take 
place BEFORE the seventieth week of 
Daniel BEGINS. The watchful Church- 
age saints WILL NOT be in the earth 
while the tribulation is running its 
course, 

At the close of the Church Age, Jesus 
will come FOR his chosen ones. A short 
time later when he comes to fight against 
Antichrist and deliver the remnant of 
the JEWISH saint, the raptured Church 
Age saints will come forth WITH Him. 
Together Christ and His Bride will van- 
quish Antichrist, destroy Gentile domin- 
ion, bind Satan, and establish the King- 
dom of Heaven upon the earth. “The 
Lord cometh WITH ten thousands (Syr- 
aic: myriads) of his saints, to execute 
judgment.” Jude 14:15. “Then shall ye 
RETURN and discern between the right- 
eous and the wicked.” Mal. 3:18. 

In closing We will quote from Rev. 19: 
11-20. “I saw heaven opened and beheld 
a white horse, and he that sat upon him 
is called Faithful and True and in right- 








eousness HE DOTH JUDGE AND 
MAKE WAR.-~-and his name is called the 
Word of God. And the armies which were 
in heaven FOLLOWED HIM upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white and 
clean, (the fine linen is the righteousness 
of the saints, Rev. 19:8.) Out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that with it he 
should SMITE THE NATIONS; and He 
SHALL RULE THEM WITH A ROD OF 
IRON. He hath on his vesture and on his 
thigh a name written, KING OF KINGS 
AND LORD OF LORDS.--And I saw the 
beast (Antichrist) and the kings of the 
earth and their armies GATHERED TO 
MAKE WAR against him that sat on the 
horse and against his army. And the beast 
was taken, and with him the false pro- 
phet that wrought miracles before him, 
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with which he had deceived them that 
had received the mark of the beast and 
them that worshipped his image; THESE 
BOTH WERE CAST ALIVE INTO A 
(the) LAKE OF FIRE BURNING WITH 
BRIMSTONE.” 

Thus will end the reign of Antichrist 
and all power of rebellious men and an- 
gels over the earth for one thousand 
years; a millennium during which Jesus 
Christ and his called out ones shall gov- 
ern the earth in righteousness and all in- 
iquity and in-equity shall cease. Then 
shall be answered the prayer, “Thy King- 
dom come thy will be done in earth as 
it is in heaven.” Matt. 6:10, “For the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” 
Isa, 11:9. 


“ohe Lord’s Brethren 


According to Matt. 13:55, the Lord had 
four brothers (i. e. half-brothers, as we 
say), James, Joses, Simon, and Judas. 
He had at least three sisters also,—‘‘and 
His sisters, are they not all with us?” 
Had there been but two, the word all 
would have been both. 


The Lord is called Mary’s “firstborn” 
(Matt. 1:25 and Luke 2:7), and the nat- 
ural inference is that Mary had other 
children. The word prototokos is used 
only in these two passages and in Rom. 
8:29; Col. 1:15, 18; Heb. 1:6; 11:28; 12: 
23 (pl.); Rev. 1, 5, so that the meaning 
is easily ascertained. Had He been her 
only son, the world would have been 
monogenes, which occurs in Luke 7:12; 
8:42; 9:38, of human parentage; and of 
the Lord, as the only begotten of the Fa- 
ther, in John 1:14, 18; 3:16, 18; 1 Jonn 
4:9. In Heb. 11:17 it is used of Isaac, 
Abraham’s only son according to the 
promise. 


In Psalm 69, a Psalm with many predic. 
tive allusions to the Lord’s earthly life 
(see Note on Title), verse 8 reads, “I 
am become a stranger unto my brethren, 
and an alien unto my mother’s children.” 
The Gospel history records His brethren 
in association with His mother. After the 
miracle at Cana, which they probably 
witnessed, we are told that “He went 
down to Capernaum, He, and His mother, 
and His brethren, and His disciples” 
(John 2:12). Later on they exhibit a spir- 
it of opposition or jealousy, for while He 
is speaking to the people, His brethren, 
accompanied by His mother, sought Him, 
apparently to hinder His work (Matt. 
12:46, 47; Mark 3:31, 32; Luke 8:19, 20). 
In Mark 3:21 we read, “When His friends 
heard of it, they went out to lay hold on 
Him; for they said, He is beside Him- 
self.” The expression “His friends” (mar- 
gin “kinsmen”) is hoi par’ autou, “those 
beside Him,” and it denotes a relation- 
ship so close as to identify them with 
the “brethren” of v. 31. Again (John 
7:3-10), they showed lack of sympathy 
with His work, and the reason is given 


in v. 5, “For neither did His brethren 
believe in Him.” They are not seen again 
till, after His resurrection they are gath- 
ered in the upper room with the apostles, 
and with His mother and theirs (Acts 
1:14). Their unbelief had gone. James 
had become a servant of the Lord Jesus 
Christ (James 1:1), through the appear- 
ance to him of the risen Savior (1 Cor 
15:7), and, shortly, is a “pillar” of tlte 
church in Jerusalem (Acts 12:17; 15:13- 
21; 21:18; Gal. 1:19; 2:9, 12). The other 
brethren seem to have joined in the wit- 
ness by itinerating; see 1 Cor. 9:5. 

The natural meaning of the term “His 
brethren,” in the Scripture record, would 
never have been challenged, but for the 
desire, when corruption crept into the 
churches (Acts 20: 29, 30), of raising 
Mary from the position of “handmaid ot 
the Lord” (Luke 1:38) to the exalted one 
of Theotokos, mother of God, whence it 
Was an easy step to investing her with 
divine honors, as being herself a goddess. 
And thus the way was cleared for identi- 
fying her with the great goddess of Pa- 
ganism, who is the mother of a divin? 
son, and who is yet a virgin, a diety best 
known by the appellation she bore in 
Egypt, Isis; the mother of Horus. So it 
was put forth that Mary had no children 
other than the Lord, and that His breth- 
ren and sisters were either the children 
of Joseph by a former wife, or the Lord’s 


’ cousins, the children of Mary the wife of 


Cleophas. Those who maintained the for- 
mer opinion asserted that Joseph was an 
old man when he married Mary. Of this 
there is not the least hint in the Gospel 
records. If he had older children, the 
right of the Lord Jesus to the throne of 
David would be invalidated, for the two 
genealogies in Matt. 1 and Luke 3 show 
that the regal rights were united in 
Joseph and Mary (Ap. 99). 

With reference to Jerome’s “cousin” 
theory, it may be stated that the word 
“brother” is used in Scripture, (1) in 
the sense of blood-relationship, as chil- 
dren of the same parent or parents; (2) 
in the wider sense of descent from a 
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common ancestor, e. g. Acts 7:23, 25 
where Abraham is the forefather; (3) in 
a still wider signification of fellow-man 
(Matt. 7:3-5; 18:15); (4) to express 
spiritual relationship (Matt. 23:8; 28:10; 
Acts 9:17; Rom. 8:29; Heb. 2:11). In the 


passages where His brethren are ane -@® 


to, viz. Matt. 12:46, 47; 13:55; Mark 3 
31: Luke 8:19; Jshn 7:3, 5, 10; Acts 1: 
14; 1 Cor. 9:5; Gal. 1:19, only the first 
meaning can apply. Had they been cou- 
sins, the term would have been sungenes. 
which is used in Mark 6:4; Luke 1:36, 
58; 2:44, 14:12; 21:16; John 18:26; Acts 
10:24; Rom. 9:3; 16:7, 11, 21, and is 
translated “kin,” “kinsman,” or “kinsfolk,” 
except in Lk. 1:36,58 where it is rendered 
“cous n” The scriptures destinguish “kins- 
man” from “brother”; Lk. 14:12; 21:16. 
Only in Rom. 9:3 are the two words in 
apposition, and there “brother” is used iv 
the sense of fellow-Israelite (No. 2). 
“Brother,” therefore, when used in N. T. 
in any sense other than that of No. 2 or 
of No. 3, must be restriced to significa- 
tion No. 1—The Companion Bible.

The Zionist report from which we quot- 
ed last week, in speaking of the, “fulfill- 
ment of the Prophetic ideals in a regen- 
erated Land of Israel,” says, “By the 
mass of the Jews these Biblical ideals 
have never been intellectualized. They 
are transmitted into habit and emotion, 
the character of the people * * * this pas- 
sion for the Holy Land, AN INARTICU- 
LATE UNREASONING PASSION, has 
expressed itself so far in pilgrimages and 
in individualistic migrations. Many causes 
have combined UNTIL RECENTLY to 
prevent a NATIONAL movement.” 

That is to say, the INNER URGE of 
the Jews to return to Palestine has been 
kept alive even while they held no defi- 
nite ideas as to how to bring about their 
desires. This inner passion has now found 
expression in Zionism as a tangible Na- 
tionalist movement.

The older, unreasoned faith, “the per- 
sistent, unalterable belief that in God's 
good time—when Israel should have 
ATONED for its early sins—they would 
be restored to EREZ ISRAEL,” (Loita 
Levensohn) in Zionism gives way to the 
adage ‘God helps them that help thenm- 
selves.’ As Abraham, long expecting the 
promised son, at last went about to heip 
God fulfill the promise by begetting !sh- 
mael so Zionism now appears as the Ish- 
mael of another of God’s promises. It is 
the endeavor by self-effort to obtain a ful- 
fillment of the promises of God. God had 
his Isaac for Abraham but Abraham did 
not wait for him. God has his promised 
restoration for Israel today but Israe} 
will first return to Palestine by self-ef- 
fort and in UNBELIEF. 

*s 

Rabbi Hirsch Kalischer, in 1862, laid 
down the principle, “that the ancestral 
land must be reclaimed by NATURAL 
PRACTIAL MEASURES. The Messiah 
would surely appear, but AFTER and 
NOT BEFORE the Jewish people hai 
done all that was humanly possible,” this 
view has, “inspired the first organized 
attempt in 2,000 years to reclaim Pales- 
tinian soil by Jewish labor.” The old or- 
thodoxy had PRAYED but not WORKED 
for release.” It praved for and devoutly 
believed in the restoration, but by wiy 
of a HEAVEN-SENT Messiah, who wou!! 
apprar MIRACULOUSLY. Practical meas- 
ures were thought to be an impnous fore- 
ing of the hand of Providence,” (Lotta 
Levensohn). Some leaders, “feared thut 
all the g'orious old hopes and teachings 
would b> ignored by a movement FRANK- 
LY ORGANIZED out of POLITICAL and 
ECONOMIC considerations.” 

This fear has not proven groundless. 
Einstein, one of the leaders of Zionism 
when asked, “Do you believe in God,” re- 
plied, “I believe in Spinoza’s god, who 1e- 
veals himse'f in the harmony of the uni- 
verse; net in a God who concerns him- 
self with the fate and actions of human 
beings.” Dr. Julian Morganstein, presi- 


dent of Hebrew Union College states, “‘ac- 
cording to the tenets of Zionism, a Jew 
who becomes an atheist can still be a 
Jew, provided he continues to maintain 
Jewish affiliations.” 

** * 

The leaders of Zionism early saw that 
the successful promotion of their cause 
would require a recognition, or a protec- 
tive guarantee of the other nations of the 
world. Moses Hess, in the 19th century, 
“strongly urged that colonization in Pales- 
tine be placed under some form of inter- 
nationa] guarantee, preferably with a 
French protectorate.” On Nov. 2, 1917. 
Great Britain recognized The Zionists as 
the official representatives of the Jew- 
ish people and promised her protection 
in restoring Palestine to the Jews. The 
Land was then in the possession of the 
Turks. The other allied powers and the 
United States also declared in favor of 
Zionism, Shortly after, with the capture 
of Jerusalem by General Allenby, the 
door which had been closed for nineteen 
hundred years was opened to Israel to 
return to its homeland. 

** * 

The years that have followed, however, 
have not seen the pledge of the nations 
in regard to Palestine carried out. The 
door is indeed open but the development 
of Palestine has gone forward without 
the security of international protection. 
Zionists have expressed dissatisfaction 
with Britain for failing to carry out her 
pledge, and they are now LOOKING 
ELSEWHERE for a protector among the 
nations. Current history has_ indicated 
that Italy has designs in the direction of 
Palestine. The Bible declares that in the 
beginning of the last period of Jewish 
National life the Jews will make a COVE- 
NANT, with a great world ruler and that 
in the MIDST of the period the COVE- 
NANT WILL BE BROKEN AND ISRAEL 
WILL FACE A TIME OF TROUBLE 
SUCH AS THEY HAVE NEVER BE- 
FORE KNOWN. (Dan. 9:27). “It is even 
the TIME OF JACOB’S TROUBLE.” Jer. 
30:7.

GO YE INTO ALL THE WORLD

I am just back from a six weeks’ trip 
to Old Mexico. I was at Nogales for 2 
month working on the church building 
there. Then I went on to the Mission 
Headquarters at Ciudad Obregon where 
I found the work prospering and growingz. 
One large brick room has been added to 
the main building and a native house of 
bambo> sticks and earth has been buiit 
inside the compound where one of tie 
native workers lives, and a sewing club 
consisting of a number of the women and 
girls is carried on in connection. They 
have several sewing machines and make 
shirts, paints, and dresses to supply the 
trade of the merchants around the town. 
They not only get paid for their work, 
but get all the remants with which many 
useful articles of clothing, etc. are made. 

They had a very nice Christmas pre- 
gram by the children and young folks 
and gave out thirty-three girls’ dresses, 
nineteen suits for boys including shirts 
and pants, three dozen toys for the lit- 
tle tots besides one hundred and fifteen 
bags of oranges and candy. 

One brother who is a bookkeeper for a 
large automobile and oil company re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and a call to 
preach. He draws around fifty dollars 
per week salary and is a great help to the 
worx both spiritually and temporally. He 
lives forty miles from the church and 
often spends around a whole week’s sal- 
ary transporting members and friends by 
train and bus to the services. 

One native preacher reports that he 
has set a new church in order in the city 
of Mazatlan in the State of Sinaloa with 
forty-six charter members including a 
New minister, Mazatlan is the largest 
citv on the Pacific coast of Old Mexico, I 
believe, and is way down in the real 
tropics to the south of the tropic of Can- 
cer, and about seven or eight hundred 
miles directly south of the United States 
border. Many other places are open if we 
only had money to support workers and 
provide places of worship. 

There are today around 85,000,000 Latin 
American peoples holding out their hands 
to us and saying, Come over and help ‘is. 
This includes the neighboring Republics 
of Mexico, Central, and South America. 
16,552,722 of them are included in the 
population of Mexico. 

I have been seriously considering press- 
ing on into the Republic of Guatemaia 
in Central America since I saw an ar- 
ticle in the press reports over the name 
of E} Senor Presidente Ubico respectinz 
the friendly relations of the Americans, 
at the same time swinging wide the doors 
of hospitality, particularly to the citizens 
of North America, and knowing that they 
had also granted full religious liberty to 


all peoples, it dawned upon me to write 
directly to the president. He lost no time 
in dictating a reply to his private secre- 
tary extending a pers:nal invitation to 
come and tell his people about the great 
Church of God and the wonderful priv- 
ileges of the Gospel, and for fear I would 
not get it he registered it, the same bear- 
ing the government seal within and 
without. I am preserving the communica- 
tion as it will give me a favorable send- 
off should I ever be privileged to go 
there in the work of the Lord. Guatemala 
is one of the largest Central American 
Republies and joins Mexico to the south 
extending from the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific. 

Much more cou!'d be said but I fear I 
had better ring off for a while and give 
some one else a chance to say something 
for it has begun to look as though I had 
a monoply on this space and this should 
not be. I hope we can have something of 
interest for this department, not only 
from Brother Williams but others of our 
good writers both in the home and the 
foreign fields. Let us hear from you. --

righteousness. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
THE UNCERTAINTY OF EARTHLY 
RICHES 

Vv. 19. “Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth.” The natural ten- 
dency of man is to lust for wealth. The 
treasures of any child’s pockets might be 
keys, corkscrews or marbles. They worry 
noi about what they shall eat or wear. 
Their simple faith is a rebuke to our lack 
of faith. “‘Where moth and rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves break thru and 
steal.” In Palestine houses were generally 
made of stone having no outer windows, 
therefore, thieves must break thru the 
walls if they desired to steal. The pur- 
pose of the depression may be to teach us 
the value of heavenly things and the lack 
of value of earthly wealth. 

V. 20. “But lay up for yourselves treas- 
ures in heaven.” Manobazes, the kivg, 
when blamed for giving so much to the 
poor defends himself at length, “My fa- 
thers laid up their wealth on earth, I lay 
up mine in heaven.” Here neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt and thieves do noi 
break thru nor steal. The support of the 
Church and the needs of the mission 
field is God’s bank of exchange. If we 
deposit our material wealth in the sup- 
port of these, we will gather true riches 
into the kingdom of God. And this we are 
commanded to do, Luke 16:9. 

V. 21. “For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also.” If the 
heart is set on earthly treasures and 
they be destroyed, the hope of the heart 
is also destroyed. This is ofttimes the 
eause for dishonesty, robbery, theft, etc 
Money and wealth was put here for the 
general gocd of the creation and when 
stored away unused it brings the owners 
under condemnation, James 5:3. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF A ¥*SION 

OF GOD 

V. 22. “The light of the body is the 
eye.” The eye is the spiritual faculty thru 
which the light of God’s Word is receiv- 
ed and transmitted to the soul. It repre- 
sents the discernment of spiritual things 
and our ability to receive them. “If there- 
fore thine eye be single.” If the eye be 
s¢t steadfastly upon the kingdom of God 
and its truth, the deceit and blindness 
caused by earthly treasure will be elimi- 
nated. “Thy whole body shall be full of 
light.’”’ Only as our affection is set upon 
heavenly things will the eye of the soul 
be able to transmit the light of God’s 
Word to the inner man, Divided affec- 
tions produce darkness and results in di- 


vided character and influence because cof 
a lack of sincerity. 

V. 23. “But if thine eye be evil,” or 
diseased and does not perform its proper 
function by discriminating against things 
that are evil, it deceives the soul or it- 
self, then “thy whole body shall be fuil 
of darkness.” The action or preception of 
the eye of the soul as it views the truth 
of God and the entire creation of the un- 
verse either enlightens itself as to the 
true purpose and origin of all things o1 
shuts itself up in darkness by refusing 
light. “If therefore the light that is fn 
thee be darkness, how great is that dark- 
ness!” The reference is to the impres- 
sion that material wealth or treasure 
makes upon the soul in its first impres- 
sion. Wherein illumination thru the Word 
of God concerning things of a heavenl; 
nature is excluded, resulting in -the en- 
tire conception and action of the soul be- 
ing turned toward natural things, aginst 
which we are warned. Matt. 16:26. 

SERVING TWO MASTERS 

V. 24. “No man can serve two mas 
ters.” “As salt must retain its integrity 
if it is to be useful, and the eye its purity 
to be a fruitful guide; so sincerity of 
heart is necessary to unity in purpose ana 
action.”—Prof. W. F. Slater. 

The same saying is found in Luke 16: 
13 almost word for word, followed imme- 
dia‘ely after the parable of the unjust 
steward. An attempt to serve two mus- 
ters results in double-mindedness, James 
1:8; 4:8. Such service God refuses, Jas. 
1:7. “For either he will hate the one and 
love the other or else he will hold to one 
and despise the other. Human nature «1- 
ways attaches itself to one of two prin- 
ciples, usually the route of least resist- 
ence. “John Bunyan reminds me _ that 
there are two ways of getting round the 
Hill Difficulty, but the name of the one 
is Danger, and of the other Destruction, 
and that the only right and safe way is 
straight up to the top.”—Rev. G. H. 
Knight. “Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon.” It is thought that mammon is a 
Phoenician word and means “gain” and is 
possibly equivalent to Pluto, the Latin 
god of wealth. At any rate, the subject 
follows the subject of treasures in heaven 
and earth. The kingdom of God naturally 
represents true riches, and mammon false 
or the riches of this world. The love of 
money is the root of alli evil. That is, the 
love for it may hinder God’s righteousne3s 
from flowing into that heart in which 
case it becomes responsible for all man’s 
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unforgiving sins. 

V. 25. “Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life.” “Thought” 
might be translated “anxiety.” To be anx 
ious about things of this world diverts 
the affection from heavenly riches. 
“What ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor yet for your body, what yer 
shall put on.” In promoting us into God’s 
heavenly kingdom all these are assured. 
“Is not the life more than meat and the 
body than raiment?’ The entire wealth 
of the world has already been provided 
for man and if we see only the need of 
sustaining the physical man, the spirit- 
ual man will fall ‘intc ruin and decay, 
therefore, it is more than meat since it 
concerns the destiny of the individual. 
Our bodies were designed as temples of 
the living God, therefore, they must not 
be mere servants of the god of this world. 
GOD’S CARE FOR THE FOWLS OF THE 

AIR 

V. 26. “Behold the fowls of the air.” 
Particularly the ravens or any of the 
many birds that abound in Palestine. 
“For they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns, yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them.” By their God-given 
instinct they prepare their food from the 
store which He has given. “Are ye not 
much b-tter than they?” Man who was 
made an image of God has certainly been 
provided for. David exclaims, “I have 
never seen the righteous forsaken nor his 
seed begging bread.” 

V. 27. “Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature”? The 
cubit was the measure of the forearm, 
equal to about one and one-half feet. It 
you cannot make your stature exceed the 
measure of the laws of nature that sus- 
tain it, why worry over things that will 
not profit us only in a temporal way. 

A LESSON IN NATURE 

V. 28. “And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow.” The land of Palestine 
abounds with beautiful flowers and 
though they have a glorious clothing, yet 
they are perishable. They originate and 
are maintained by a set of natural laws. 
This should increase our faith that God 
will add to us things necessary. “They 
toil not, neither do they spin.” They are 
not concerned neither with their growth 
nor clothing. Here is a vision of God in 
nature, 

Vv. 29. “And yet I say unto you, That 
even Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these.” Solomon who 
lived in luxury and splendor was not so 
arrayed as the lilies, yet they are insig- 
nificant in comparison. 

V. 30. “Wherefore, if God so clothe 
the grass of the field.” This includes all 
the growing flowers which today are and 
tomorrow are cast into the oven. The 
searcity of firewood in Palestine made it 
necessary to burn these for heating pur- 
pose, thus what God clothed in nature 
contributed to the upkeep of man. “Shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye of 
little faith’? The color and the beauties 
of the lilies as a clothing speaks propheti- 
cally of God’s glory which shall event- 
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ually unfold in man. 
LESSONS IN FAITH 

V. 31. “Therefore take no thought, say- 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What shall 
we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed?” God would have us leave off 
our worry, commit the keeping of our 
souls and self unto Him as a faithful and 
wise Creator. 

V. 32. “For after all these things do 
the Gentiles seek.” Gentiles knew not Goa 
at this time, had no knowledge of His 
blessings to Israel in times passed nor of 
future blessings as included in the Gos- 
pel. They might, therefore, for the time 
being, have been pardoned for seeking 
mortal sustenance. “For your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of al! 
these things.” We as His children should 
therefore expect that thru His loving 
kindness as a Father all material bless- 
ings will be added if we serve Him faith- 
fully. Do not servants always eat from 
their master’s table? 

V. 33. “But seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness.” All earth- 
ly things are put into a secondary place. 
The kingdom of God is put first because 
it existed before the fall of man came on, 
therefore, from this temporal state of the 
fall we may be delivered by seeking the 
source from which we came—God and His 
kingdom. Be it remembered that there 
is no entrance into the kingdom except 
thru His righteousness. Therefore, faith 
in the gospel, seeking, etc., are implied. 
“All these things shall be added unto 
you.” All that is essential to the upkeep 
as His children God will add thru the 
laws of the universe if we are industri- 
ous in seeking to operate these laws with- 
out worry. 


GOD HAS HIS HAND ON THE

We wish to pay our respects and give 
all honor and glory to the Father of us 
all who is able to do exceedingly above 
that we ask or think. Several months ago 
there was a small mission begun here by 
a band of people who believed in holiness 
and the good Holy Ghost. After they had 
continued awhile a preacher came along 
and was placed in charge of this mission. 
He began to preach, pray and live for God 
in such a manner until the little mission 
grew to be a large mission.

you unto myself; that where I am ye 
may be also.” Oh what a promise to think 
that Jesus is really coming some day to 
take those who love Him unto Himself. 
I can hear some one say, “Oh, but that 
doesn’t mean He is coming in person to 
get His own; that means when We are 
taken in death Jesus will appear to the 
soul and take it to its abode.” True, Je- 
sus will be there to tide us over the river 
of death, if until then we have proven 
faithful to Him. But scripture declares 
there is a time when He is coming back 
in person. Let us notice the 9th, 10th and 
11th verses of the 1st chapter of the book 
of Acts: “And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, He was taken 
up; and a cloud received him out of their 
sight. And while they looked steadfastly 
toward heaven as He went up, behold, two 
men stood by them in white apparel; 
which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? THIS 
SAME JESUS, which is taken from you 
into heaven, SHALL SO COME IN LIKtr 
MANNER AS YE HAVE SEEN HIM GO 
INTO HEAVEN.” Now certainly this is 
very plain that Jesus shall some day ap- 
pear in the same manner as He once dis- 
appeared. There is much in the Word of 
God concerning this appearance of Jesus 
Christ but we cannot go into detail] now. 
Nevertheless, we believe, as we see proph- 
ecy being fulfilled all around us at the 
present time, that Jesus will soon make 
that appearance for His own. 

Now I can hear some one say, “Well, 
what about those who have already gone 
by the way of death?” Read 1 Thess. 4: 
13-17, “But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope. For 
if we believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him. For this 
we say unto you by the Word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. For the 
Lord Himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God; and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first; then 
we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air; and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort ye one another with these 
words.” 

Remember one time as Jesus sat on the 
mount of Olives, the disciples came to 
Him and said, “Tell us what shall be the 
sign of thy coming?” Matt, 24:4. Jesus 
answered and said, “Take heed that no 
man deceive you. For many shall come 
in my name saying, I am Christ; and 
shall deceive many. And ye shall hear of 
wars and rumors of wars; see that ye be 
not troubled; for all these things must 
come to pass, but the end is not. For na- 


tion shail rise against nation and there 
shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes in divers places. All these 
are the beginning of sorrows. Then shall 
they deliver you to be afflicted, and shall 
kill you; and ye shall be hated of all na- 
tions for my name’s sake. And because 
iniquity shall abound, the love of many 
shall wax cold. But he that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall be saved. 
And this gospel of the Kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then shall the end 
come.” Today there is no other book that 
has drawn the attention of the entire 
world as has the Bible. Its skeptics and 
critics read it as much and perhaps even 
more than its believers. Hence its great 
circulation. And yet, in spite of its mes- 
sage to the world, thousands are reveling 
in sin and ungodliness. This too is ac- 
cording to prophecy. Paul writing to 
Timothy, in the 3d chapter and Ist five 
verses says, “This know also, that in the 
last days perilous times shall come. For 
men shall be lovers of their own selves, 
covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, 
disobedient to parents, unthankful, un- 
holy, without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are good. 
Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God; hav- 
ing a form of godliness but denying the 
power thereof; from such turn away.” 
There are several other signs that we 
could mention. One for instance in the 
2nd chapter and 3, 4 verses of the book 
of Nahum: “The shield of his mighty 
men is made red, the valiant men are 
in scarlet; the chariots shall be with flam- 
ing torches in the day of his preparation. 
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* * * The chariots shall rage in the 
streets, they shall jostle one against an- 
other in the broadways; they shall seem 
like torches, they shall run like ‘he 
lightnings.” What a perfect picture of the 
present day with its automobiles, ere 
Pick up any daily paper you want to ana 
there you'll find a report of some Cay 
having crashed into another, or going 
at a terrific speed has suddenly left the 
highway and upset in a ditch somewhere. 
Nahum tells us this would all take place 
in the day of His preparation, or in other 
words, when a people is being prepared 
for the return of our Lord Jesus. Truly 
the message of the soon coming of Jesus 
our Lord is a comfort to His own. And 
when ye see these things come to pass, 
“look up and rejoice, for our redemption 
draweth nigh.”
